RRMLY AGAINST THE BOTTOM OF THE STAND, 

^ , SLIDE THE LOCKING RING DOWN THE POLE AND 

> Press firmly in place with the tabs aligned 

BETWEEN T£E RIBS INSIDE THE STAND. THE 
POLE IS N0*£ LOCKED INTO THE TREE STAND. 
INSERT THE TAPERED END OF THE MAIN POLE

STARTING AT THE BOTTOM, 
INSERT COLOR CODED BRANCH PANELS INTO 
APPROPRIATE BRANCH HOLDER. SHAPE EACH 
LAYER AS YOU GO, REFERRING TO REVERSE SIDE. 

6. PLACE PRE-SHAPED TOP ON TOP OF POLE 
AND COMPLETE SHAPING AS INSTRUCTED. 
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SHAPE BRANCHES BY PLACING IN 
A BRANCH HOLDER THAT IS AT A 
COMFORTABLE LEVEL TO WORK. 

BEGIN WITH BRANCHES AT THE BOTTOM 
OF THE TREE AND WORK TOWARDS 
THE TOP. 



EACH SET OF TIPS SHOULD 
HAVE A SLIGHT UPWARD CURVE 
WHEN LOOKED AT FROM THE SIDE. 



PULL EACH ROW OF TIPS OUT 
FROM CENTER AND DISTRIBUTE 
EVENLY AROUND THE CENTER. SHAPE 
EACH ROW ACCORDING TO DIAGRAM, 
SO THE TOP BLENDS WITH 
BRANCHES ON THE POLE.

FULL SIZE LIGHTS GENERATE EXCESSIVE HEAT WHICH COULD DISTORT 
BRISTLE WITH PROLONGED CONTACT. 


STEP BACK, TAKE AN OVERALL LOOK AT 
THE TREE. SHIFT BRANCHES TO FILL 
ANY GAPS. SLIGHTLY UP SWEEP ALL 
BRANCH TIPS FOR A UNIFORM LOOK. 
YOUR TREE IS NOW READY TO DECORATE 
AND ENJOY.
